LONDON, April 4—(CP)—Cen- | 
sorship regulations covering the, 
Canadian Army in Britain have 
been tightened as a pre-invasion| 
precaution, it was announced today. | 

The public relations sector of | 
Canadian military headquarters in-| 
formed war correspondents fhat 
until further notice. no Canadian 
unit other than C.M.H.Q. may be 
mentioned by name and even the 
use of geographical identity of a 
regiment now is prohibited. 

“It is considered by censorship 
officials that insufficient conceal-* 
ment of the identity of a unit is 
accomplished by calling it, say, ‘a 
western Canada Highland regi- 
ment’,” said the public relations 
section statement. “The most gen- 
eral terms must be used in de- 
scribing units in order to pass 
censorship.” 

No officer above the rank of} 
major may be mentioned by name | 
unless he is permanently posted to! 
Canadian military headquarters. | 
The exception to this rule are sen- 
ior officers such as Lt.-Gen. H. D, 
G. Crerar, army commander, on 
whom releases have been made. 

No recognizable pictures can be} 
published of officers above the! 
rank of major. Even pictures of cer- 
tain Canadian units are banned. 


14 More Jap Ships

Expect Dominion, 
Provincial Meet 
Late This Year

OTTAWA, April 4—(CP)—AI- 
though official word is lacking, 
it is now believed the proposed 
Dominion-Provincial conference, 
will not take place until late 
summer or early fall. 

When it was first decided to hold 
a conference, Easter week was con- 
sidered a possible time, but in the 
interval provincial legislatures have 
been in session and Prime Minister 
King’s last word to the commons 
on the subject was that it was not 
possible yet to find a date suitable 
to all concerned. 


EARLY DATE UNLIKELY 


Now the Easter period has been 
abandoned, prospects of finding an 
early date are remote. For one 
thing, Mr. King has to attend the 
conference of empire prime min- 
iisters in London. 

The date for that is not certajn, 
but it will keep him away from 
Ottawa a month or more. Then, 
too, Saskatchewan and New 

Brunswick are due for elections 
and Quebec and Alberta may also 
hold them. That will keep pro- 
vincial ministers busy for some 
time.

Flights Made 


Britain to Edmonton 
24-Hour Plane Trip 


PASSED BY CENSOR 
Will Edmonton, at almost the centre of the great, rich 
Canadian prairie land, become an important terminus for 
aerial passenger and freight transport lines to and from 
Great Britain in the aviation-dominated post-war world? 


It seems quite likely that this « 
will be so because it has already 
been done, 

One bright July day last summer 
a swift, twin-engined aircraft, with 
the bulls-eye roundals of the R.A.F. 
swooped down to a perfect landing 
at the Edmonton municipal airport. 

It’s smiling crew aroused no parti- 
cular interest at Edmonton's teem- 
ing war time airport, as there were 
many planes of the same type tak- 
ing off and landing at every hour of 
the day and night. 

But that plane and that crew had 
made aeriai history in a city al- 
ready accustomed to record-break- 
ing aerial achievements. 

Because that R.AZ’. machine, be- 
longing to the famed Atlantic Ferry 
Command had left Great Britain 
just 24 hours previously. 

Later two R.A.F. Ferry Com- 
mand planes took off from Ed- 
monton airport and flew the same 


route back to Great Britain.

LONDON, April 4.—(CP)—The 
Moscow radio, in a broadcast in 
the name of the Soviet govern- 
ment, called on the Rumanian 
people today to abandon the 
Germans and “capitulate at 
once.” 

The broadcast, recorded by the 
London Daily Mail, said: “Unless 
you (Rumanians) do so, the 
whole of your country will be- 
come a battlefield and your 
towns and villages heap of 
ruins.” 

The call went out while the 
battle for Rumé nia was approach- 
ing a climax with the spearheads 
of the Red army already well be- 
yond the Prut River.

Revolt Breaks Out 


In El Salvador 


CARACAS, Venezuela, April 4~ 
(AP)—The newspaper Ultimas Noti- 
cias quoted Radio Salvador today as 
saying that a revolt against the gov- 
ernment of President Maximillano 
Hernandez Martinez had broken out 
in the republic of El Salvador Sun- 
day morning and that the rebels 
had occupied the government pal- 
ace and a number of other build- 
ings. 

The broadcast said followers of 
Martinez were offering resistance 
from police headquarters, but 
there was no indication of the out- 
come, 

Ultimas Noticias said the nature 
of the revolt was not clear, but that 
any movement against the establish- 

ed regime—which had been in of- 
fice since 1931—could be consider- 
ed contrary to the interests of the 
United Nations. 

El Salvador declared war on 
Japan, Dec. 8, 1941, and four days 
later declared she was at war with 
Germany.

Defence attorney Jerry Giesler 
ridiculed the government position 
that Chaplin transported Joan 3,000 
miles in 1942 for a single alleged 
intimacy when he declared, she 
“would have given her body to him 
at any time or place.” 


UP TO THE COURT 

United States Attorney Chas. H. 
Carr retorted that “the matter of 
punishment is entirely up to the 
court.” He closed his argument—the 
last word of counsel to the jury— 
by solemnly reading a poem aboul 
a woman “whom the world con- 
demned for a single sin.”

Freight traffic in 1943 was more than double 
that of 1939, and passenger traffic four times 
that of 1939. 


Despite this, the very large movements of 
war materials and personnel reached their 
destinations in accordance with schedule ar- 
rangements. There was no lowering of the 
recognized standards of safety. 


MANUFACTURE OF MUNITIONS 


The Company also extended its activities as 
a manufacturer of munitions, ships and naval 
appliances. 


The 1943 operations demonstrated the great 
earning power of the System, the railway 
proving again that it can handle an immense 
volume of business economically as well as 
expeditiously.

Entertaining the Troops 


The Kiwanis Glee Club has been accord- 
ed commendation for its efforts in pro- 
viding entertainment for the troops of all 
Services stationed in this area. The club is 
doing a magnificent job in this regard and 
deserves much credit. 

Indeed high credit is due all the agencies 
thus functioning. It is an important task, 
this entertainment of the troops, and it has 
been carried on with unusual efficiency and 
generosity in the North Alberta district. 

The War Services Council, through its 
entertainment board, sends out as many 
as fifteen concert parties and variety shows 
a month. Funds are distributed to almost 
every North Alberta station for the financ- 
ing of dances and other amusements. The 
Council spends between six and eight hun- 
dred dollars a month on entertainment pro- 
jects alone. It has sent concert parties as 
far west and north as Prince Rupert, 
Prince George, and Terrace, B.C. 

As a result of all these efforts to main- 
tain the morale of the troops, the behavior 
of servicemen in this area is the best of 
any in Canada. Canadian servicemen will 
be consistently decent and well-behaved if 
they are given any kind of a chance at all. 


More Drewisms 


Premier George Drew of Ontario beat 
even his own record for reckless talk the 
other day when he referred to the letting of 
a contract for building the new DC-4 trans- 
port planes to Canadian Vickers of Mon- 
treal. 

This contract, Premier Drew said, had 
been switched from the Victory Aircraft 
Limited, at Malton, Ontario. The switch, 
according to Mr. Drew, was made at the 
request of Mr, Symington, president of the 
TCA.

As for the financial set-up of Canadian 
Vickers, 75 per cent of the preferred stock 
and 78 per cent of the common stock is held 
in Canada, Britain and the United States, 
the bulk of it in Canada, 

Otherwise, if he said any more, it may 
be assumed that Premier Drew was right, 
or approximately right, or somewhere near 
the mark.

Jolts for Berlin 


When the Red army crossed the Prut 
and invaded pre-war Rumanian territory it 
upset more than whatever semblance of 
equanimity remained in that jittery satel- 
lite. It destroyed also Berlin’s hope- 
inspired theory that the Russians were con- 
cerned only in clearing the invaders out of 
their own country; that when they reach- 
ed the borders they would halt and leave 
it to the rest of the Allies to carry on 
the fight. . > 

If Hitler believed that—which he cer- 
tainly hoped would happen—he knows bet- 
ter now. So do any in the democracies 
who may have entertained the same idea. 
In Rumania the Russians are not fighting 
to free their own territory, but to smash 
the Nazi machine. Not only have they 
invaded the Hitler empire—they are the 
first of the Allies to do sb, Russia is keep- 
ing faith with its partners. Germany is in 
a vise; and will have to fight on the east as 
well as on the south and on the west. That 
was made plain when the Red army cross- 
ed the Prut and set foot on Ruraanian soil. 

When the invasion started, an official 
statement was issued at Moscow pledging 
the Soviets in the plainest terms to neither 
annex Rumanian territory nor interfere 
with Rumania's political system. That dis- 
poses of another Berlin canard—the basic 
pretence that the Axis was created as a 
barrier to save western Europe from 


militant communism direcled and support-

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ed by Moscow, if not from actual eventual 
conquest by the Soviets. All that propa- 
ganda is now in the ash-can. As clearly as 
words could do so, Russia has renounced 
any ambition for territorial gain and any 
intent at political interference even in the 
Balkans—where more than in any other 
corner of Europe—Russian interests might 
benefit therefrom. Thus on the political 
front as on the military front, Russia is 
keeping faith with its associates. 


The invasion is notice to Hitler that his 
almost undisguised attempt to create 
cleavage between Russia and the demo- 
cracies has failed. They are still the United 
Nations, and he will have to meet their 
combined strength on all fronts and at 
the same time. 

The Moscow announcement is notice to 
the satellite states that they risk neither 
territory nor national freedom if they cut 
clear of the Fuehrer and his crumbling 
Axis. That timely message can hardly fail 
to stir the elements of revolt in Bulgaria 
and Hungary as well as in Rumania.

Political Unrest in England 


Party Truce in Commons 
Is Beginning to Wear 
Thin 

By G. V. FERGUSON 

Politics are always puzzling but 
British politics today display jig- 
saw characteristics of a really 
baffling kind. The Government is 
absolutely safe in the saddle, It 
has an enormous majority in the 
House of Commons. Even if the 
National Government collapsed Mr, 
Churchil] as leader of the Conserv- 
ative party would still command a 
majority, Yet the unrest is obvi- 
ous. Politics are uneasy, and by- 
elections are most anxiously watch- 
ed. 

No better proof of this dis- 
quietude could be found than Mr. 
Churchill's broadcast last Sunday. 
Here was the supreme war leader 
of Britain broadcasting presum- 
ably on the verge of great and 
bloody events and devoting sev- 
eral minutes of his talk to the 
promise of £80 of fittings inside 
the walls of post-war pre-fabri- 
cated houses. Mr. Churchill, you 
may be sure, had other things 
which he considered more im- 
portant on his mind, But he 
talked about the comforts of pre- 
fabricated houses with conviction. 
Why? 

Some analysis of the reasons 
was made during my recent visit 
to Britain, but no complete fore- 
cast of the future can be attempt- 
ed, All that is obvious is that 
something very important is going 
on in the mind of the electorate, 
but what it is, I do not know,

Is there, or has there been, a 
Great Swing to the Left? This 
is what some people will tell you. 
But I am not sure. The by-elec- 
tions reveal relatively little. Four 
of them were held while I was 
in England: Brighton, Kirkcaldy, 
Bury St. Edmunds and West Der- 
byshire. In the first three the 
Government candidate won, In 
the fourth case, he lost. Does this 
mean much? I do not know, But

The electoral lists are old and in- | 
adequate, There has been no gen-| 
eral ‘election since the winter of 
1935, and hundreds of thousands of 
young voters who have reached 21 
since then remain without the fran- 
chise.

And 
this in Churchill's Island, indomit- 
able Britain!

More- 
over, the sight of it is seldom com- 
municable, so that even the great 
poets have been compelled to 
speak of it in symbols only. 

If beauty is an essential part of 
nature and expresses not merely a 
blind apparatus of growth but a 
larger principle of good, it is not a 
principle remote from man. It is 
part of his own nature as of the 
nature about him and “there is a 
dark, inscrutable workmanship that 
}reconciles discordant elements, 
makes them cling together in one 
society,” : 

To Wordsworth, who wrote these 


words, the meanest flower that 
grew could bring thoughts that 
often lay too deep for tears, Other 
}men will discover the same 
}thoughts this spring in the look of 
| the prairie crocuses, coastal lilies 
} 


and the wood flowers of Ontario, 
They will be unable to express such 
thoughts but they will not consider 
them less valid on that account. For 
they will know that men who hold 
with the materialist theory, the 
theory, of mere cosmetics, are talk- 
ing about something they have 
never truly seen and can never be 
seen through their apparatus of

OTTAWA, April 4—(CP)—Col. 
the Hon. J. J. Astor, president of 
the Empire Press Union and pub- 
lisher of the London Times, said 
today Britain after the war will 
strive to keep up employment, 


purchasing power and her home 
market by a policy of expansion 
and by adaptation of the “strictest 
principles” of finaance, 


In an address before the Ottawa 
Canadian club, Col. Astor said a 
scheme for comprehensive health 
services is under discussion, and it 
is hoped to improve the social ser- 
vices by contributory insurance to 
increase the security of life. 

“These measures, I believe, will 
follow normal lines of progress. 
They are not the concern of any 
single party. Conservatives, it is 
sometimes said, have been moving 
to the left they have been doing so 
for 20 or 30 years. It is equally 
true, I believe, that many socialists 
have been moving to the right.” 
FAVORS FREE ENTERPRISE 

Col. Astor said Britain used to 
regard her export trade as the chief 
source for employment. Exports 
now are regarded “as our only 
means of paying for imports, which 
are vital to us and which we must 
have.” 

“While some measure of regula- 
tion and government control may 
| be inevitable, many of us hope it 
will be confined to creating the 
most favorable conditions for pri- 
vate enterprise to function, We 
hope it will be directed to seeking 
world prosperity through interna- 
tional agreements rather than 
through national action.”

The first sunbaths must be cau- 
tious ones. Mild as the sun may 
seem it can burn as well as brown. 
Time the sunbaths so one will not 
be tempted to allow them to last 
too long. 

When one puts the bare-legged, 
bare-armed baby out in his car- 
riage on a sunny porch, look at 
the clock and wait for one min- 
ute while the sun pours over him. 
Then move him into a shady 
spot for the rest of his airing. 
Then next day the time may be 
lengthened to two minutes and 
increased this way until the baby 
can stand from 15 minutes to one- 
half hour in the glare of the sun. 


For the older child it is smart to 
plan his sand pile or put his swing 
or climbing apparatus where it will 
get the rays of the sun some part 
of each day and for the rest be in 
the shade, While no one can always 
manage this, it is nice, when pos- 
sible, to locate the play spot on the 
east side of the house where the 
morning sun is so kind and there 
will be no afternoon sun to punish 
the child. 

When children are given their 
first sunbaths in the house in the 

nude, remember the window 
must be open and the sun must 
pour directly on the skin, Unless 
the window is made of a special 
glass, sun coming in through an 
ordinary window loses its essen- 
tial ultra-violet rays and all the 
child gets are the infra-red rays 
which are hot, but work no mir- 
acle on the oils of the skin. 

One has to think of sunlight as a 
vital part of the chemistry of 
growth and see that children are 
not denied its health-giving magic. 
That mothers are respectful of this 
is attested by the parks and grassy 
squares full of babies and moth- 
ers in the sun's rays.

And Unhappy Lives 


The one place where team-work 
is more needed than anywhere else 
is in the home, yet nowhere else in 
the world is there so little co-opera- 


tion as in the Family circle. The 
average home is not a democracy. 
It is an autogracy run by a ruthless 
tyrant who brooks no rival near the 
throne, and to this fact is due most 
of the domestic ills from which we 
suffer. 

The two chief sources of tears 
and heartbreaks are unhappy

Women Will Get 
Cash, Not Clothing 


LONDON, April 4.--(CP)—Brit- 
ish service women, up in arms be- 
cause recent legislation which pro- 
vides demobilized men with civilian 
clothing, ignores them, were told 
in the house of commons that the 
omission was for their own good. 

Sir James Grigg, secretary for 
war, stated ¢ghat women, most of 
whom will be glad to discard uni- 
forms, would not be happy if their 
civilian clothing was of a standard- 
ized style. 

“It seems better that women be 
given coupons and a cash grant 
based on the retail price of a suit- 
able outfit,” he said. “It would be 
impossible to provide an appropri- 
ate range of women’s clothing of 
sufficient variety to satisfy femin- 
ine tastes,” 

The present cash grant is ap- 
proximately $17.50 if the girl is dis- 
charged in summer, with an addi- 
tional $17.50 if it is between Oc- 
tober and March.

Bounties of $15 on cougars and} 


$10 on timber wolves and wollf| 
pups came into effect in Alberta 
on April 1, 


Payments are to be made only on 
these animals that are taken inside 
the boundaries of the province. 
excluding the national park areas. 
Pelts on which a bounty is claimed 
must have both ears intact. 

The bounties, to be paid out of 
a sum of 18,000 appropriated at the 
last session of the Legislature, are 
deemed necessary because the 
number of cougars and wolves is 
steadily increasing, and they are a 
menace to livestock, game, and fur- 
bearing animals. 

Persons claiming bounty are to 
deliver pelts to a police constable, | 
justice of the peace, commissioner 
for oaths, salaried game- warden or 
forestry officer. This officer is to 
split both ears on the pelt from 
tip to base, and return it to the 
owner, 

The officer examniing the pelt 
reports to the ministre of lands and 
mines on a form filled out for the 
purpose, after which bounty money 
is paid.

It is generalyy recognized that 
control of the monetary system 
automatically carries with it con- 
trol over the entire economic life 
of the country. It is therefore a 
sovereign power which should be 
vested only in parliament acting on 
behalf of the people. 


NATIONAL COMMISSION 
Therefore, a national finance 
commission should be established, 
to be responsible to parliament

BASIC PRINCIPLE 

It is a basic principle of any 
monetary system that 
money should be created and issued 
as goods are produced, and it 
should be withdrawn and cancelled 
as goods are consumed. Further- 
more, this should be done in such 
a manner that at all times the 
public should have purchasing 
power equal to the collective prices 
of goods on the market and wanted 
by the consuming public. 

If the total purchasing power Is 


more than the total prices of goods | 
for sale, a condition of “inflation” | 


will at once become evident and 
must be rectified forthwith, If the 
total purchasing power is_ less 
than the total prices of goods for 
sale, then a condition of “deflation” 
will immediately reveal itself and 
more purchasing power must be 
released to enable producers to 
obtain fair prices and overtake 
their production costs, 

The principle of maintaining bal- 
ances between consumer purchas- 
ing power and the prices of goods 


for sale to consumers is funda- 
mental to any sound monetary 
system, either in peace or in 
war. eee
